“The convention has been in ses­ 
sion two weeks and appears to be un­ 
able to make a nomination under the 
two-thirds rule. This is an unfortun­ 
ate situation imperilling party suc­ 
cess. 
“I feel that if I should withdraw

I 
should betray the trust confided In 
me by the people in many states 
which have sent delegates here to 
support me. 
“And yet I am unwilling to contri­ 
bute to the continuation of a hope­ 
less deadlock. Therefore I have deter­ 
mined to leave my friends and sup­ 
porters free to take such action as in 
their judgment may best serve the 
interests of the party. 
“I have made this fight for the 
principles and ideals of progressive 
democracy and righteousness and for 
the defeat of the reactionary and wet 
elements in the party which threaten 
to dominate it.

TO HEAD DEMOCRATIC 
PARTY BY ACCLAMATION 


Sudden Break On the One Hundred 
and Third Ballot 
Wednesday Afternoon Results in Breaking of 
I>ong Delegate and Final Nomination. 


Madison Square Garden, New York City, July 0.—John W. 
Davis, of West Virginia, is the nominee of tho Democratic party 
for the presidency. 
His nomination came at 2:28 Central Standard time th is 
afternoon by unanimous agreement of the Democratic convention 
on the one hundred and third ballot of its hectic nominating ses­ 
sion. 
Early vote on the ballot indicated that Davis would reach the 
two-thirds majority that has been sought for two weeks by twelve 
or fifteen possible candidates. 
When this became known state 
floor leaders began rising and changing their entire delegations in 
favor of the West Virginian. 
When it appeared that a landslide would carry the nomina­ 
tion to Davis, Senator T- J- Walsh, Montana, permanent chairman, 
asked that it be made unanimous and an Indiana delegate made 
the motion, which carried, nominating Davis by acclamation. He 
had polled more than 600 votes on the 103rd ballot when the 
Illinois delegation switched to Davis, thereby starting the stam­ 
pede in the direction of Davis that waa followed by other states 
and only stopped with Walsh’s motion. 
Davis had been a candidate from the start of tho balloting on the o p t i n g 
day but with McAdoo and Smith crowding aU*ntion*in tho lead of tho field, 
ho was given only passing attention at times. 
Several times during tho hec­ 
tic days that have passed, slight booms started In his favor and then expired. 
In the meantime he was kept in the race. 
After tho withdrawal of Mc­ 
Adoo and Smith Wednesday morning, the first two ballots evidenced th a t dele- 
gates suddenly released from pledges were in a quandary as to whom to sup 
port. Underwood and Senator Walsh were given slight booms during tho first 
two ballots until the vote on the 102nd., indicated that Davis cauld win. 
Delegates went In ecstacies of enthusiasm when tho nomination wag de­ 
c la re d made by acclamation by Senator Walsh. 
Immediately the West Vir- 
i ginla delegates started a parade around the huge Garden in which they were 
followed by delegates from every other state in tho hall.

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“NOISE” AS A POLITICAL INSTRUMENT 


The national conventions of tile two great parlies have an 
Importance which cannot be magnified. 
From one of them 
emerges the president of the United States, who is not only head 
of the greatest nation, but who has power in his government 
greater than kings or premiers in theirs. 
Furthermore he is not 
chosen as the heads of European states are, to hold office during 
the pleasure of the people’s representatives in parliament, but for 
four years, irremovable excepting by a process which has never 
been used. 
The party convention should be then a solemn occa­ 
sion, a deliberative assembly, a party congress considerate always 
of its dignity, and its peculiar place in our system of government 
It should lie witness to the 10,000 who see it and the millions who 
hear it and who read about it of its own sense of its supreme pur­ 
pose. 
Tho Madison Square garden convention has been a shrieking 
mob. 
It has not given any vocal or visible testimony that it is 
about serious business at all. It has been devoid of dignity. It has 
been merely a noise making marathon. 
The Republican and Democratic parties have both been guilty 
of this degradation of the national convention and when we IHive 
had third parties of any considerable power they have been worse. 
Of the two great parties the Democrats have been the worst of­ 
fenders.

A memorandum is being1 circulated widely among the voters 
of the United States, purporting to show that by permitting the 
sale of a “healthful glass of beer, which would have a sufficient 
alcoholic content to satisfy the American workingman,’ ’and tax­ 
ing it heavily, 
the American Government could raise a large 
enough sum yearly to make it unnecessary “to pass confiscatory 
income tax and inheritance tax legislation.” It is quite generally 
agreed, "however, in the thousands of families which have benefic­ 
ed by prohibition that, even after paying the present income tax, 
etc., they have more spending money than before the Volstead 
Act was passed. And under this proposed plan they would have to 
pay the beer tax as well as buy the beer, for in the last analysis, 
of course, it is the people, and not the brewers, who would con­ 
tribute this large sum yearly to the Government. When brewing 
concerns claim to be operating from altruistic motives it is time 
to keep one’s eyes particularly wide open.
